Quite a large crowd was 
in attendance. at the court thia afternoon 
awaiting the commencement of the 
trial. To-night the eubject of discussion 
in every hotel and public place ia the 
tragic affair at Smoko Point on a 
Saturday last August, which resulted in 
the death of young Church and ‘the 
commitment of the Lovelesses, father 
and son, to the county gaol, where they 
now lie.

Trenton, and on turning a corner the 
latter ran into Church's buggy, break- 
ing it. During the afternoon Church, 
accompanied by a friend named Bonter, 
met Loveless and his two sons, Welling- 
ton and John, in a narrow lane, when 
Church demanded pay for his broken 
buggy. This was refused, when he 
threatened to lick them, and the fight 
at once commenced. While Church 
and John Loveless were clinched, 
Wellington got the revolver from his 
father and going up to within « few feet 
of Church, shot him in the side, the 
unfortunate young man dying ina few 
minutes, These are the main facts that 
were brought out in the evidence, and 
whatever the provocation, it was a clear 
case of deliberate shooting. 

The prisoners were defended by Mr. 
Osler, of Toronto, one of the leading 
lawyers of the Province, and to his 
great ability, no doubt, they owe their 
escape from the gallows. R. C. Clute, 
of Belleville, conducted the case for the 
Crown. The trial lasted twodays. The 
jury only considered the case an hour 
when they brought in a verdict of “not 
guilty,” and the prisoners were ac- 
quitted. 

Such an ending of the case has creat- 
‘eda good deal of indignation in that 
county, it being a pable case of 
failure of justice, as somé punishment 
was inly deserved.

“Glad Tidings” te multitudes of 
The noble work to which Miss Jennie Sin- 
clair. of this village has devoted the next few 
years ot her life, that of carrying the “ news 
of salvation” to the poor benighted women 
of central India, for which field she sails to- 
day under the direction of the Foreign Mis- 
sid Society of the Presbyterian Charch, call: 
ed forth a tangible expression of esteem from 
her friends and late church-workers in this 
village on Wednesday evening last, the eve 
of her departure from our midst. A large 
gathering assembled in the school room of the 
Presbyterian church between six and seven 


‘o'clock, where refreshmente were'served, after 


which the audience adjourned to the main 
body of the church wherea farewell meeting 
was held, presided over by the paster, Rev. 
D. Wishart. The choir opened by singing 
“Nearer my God to Thee."’. Mivs Sinclair 
then deliyered a touching address, dwell- 
ing on the needs of India's enslaved and 
perishing women for help of Christian Mis- 
sionaries. ‘She thought many more christians 
in this country would give themselves to this 
great cause but for their ignorance of the 
mighty work that was required in that land, 
In her humble way she was going to India 
to tell them of Christ, to endeavor to raise 
them from their state of darkness and bond. 
age up into the glorious freedom of the Cross. 
She assured her hearers that she was antici- 
pating no romantic feelings regarding the trip 
before her, but was looking forward to the 
stern realities of the work towhich she had 
given herself over. The cry was constantly 
going up for mere missionaries ; in India 
there was estimated to be only one teacher 
for every 800,000 of the population, and she 
urged her young hearers to give more thought 
to the great need of this work. Misa Sin. 
clair then gave very interesting personal 
account of the causes which had led her to 
offer herself for this work some three years 
ago, of her medical training-and studies with 
this object before her, and of her sudden call 
a few weeks ago to go at once, years before 
she had expected to go, which call she had 
decided to obey asa revelation of The Master's 
In this she was making some sucrifices, 
giving up her hopes of complete medical 
education, but she did it willingly, and would 
go forth among the women of India seeking 
to the best of her ability to simply do her 
Master's will. In thisehe asked the good. 
wishes, the blessings and the prayers of her 
friends to go with her, and she felt that her 
work in that foreign land would not be with- 
out froit for the Master. © ; 

The choir sang, very appropriately, “1 
gave My life for Thee.”’ 

Rev, Mr. Childerhose delivered a short ad. 
dress in which he said that Miss Sinclair's 
heroic resolve to go aa a missionary to India, 
was not only an honor to her nobler feelings, 
but she was honoring this country, honoring 
the village, and honoring this church by her 
self-sacrifice, He bespoke for her the strength- 
ening power of the three-ply rope—money, 
sympathy, and prayer, from this people to 
sustain her. 

“From Greenland’s Icy Mountains,'’ was 
rendered by the choir. 

Rev. Mr. Wishart then addressed a few 
touching remarks to the young lady—words of 
advice and comfrot on the eve of her departare. 
He said he hada right to be interested in 
her, he had tparried her parents, baptised her, 
and watched over her from infancy, and he 
had yreat hopes of her success in the good 
work in which she waa about to engage. She 
would be abundantly protected in her labors ; 
the British flag would be over her in India as 
in Canada, and better than that was the pro- 
tection of the cross of Christ. He then pre- 
sented Miss Sinclair with a handsome Bible 
from the Sabbath School of the Presbyterian 
Chureli, of which she had been a teacher, and 
also a handsome and serviceable dressing case 
and travelling satchel from the ladies of the 
congregation,

THE LIST OF ATROCITIES. 


The London wholesale murder sen- 
sation was revived again last week by 
another horrible crime similar to the 
former ones, the victim, a low woman, 
being found with her body cut in two 
pieces and otherwise mutilated. Des- 
pite every exertion on the part of the 
lage and detective force, no clue can 

found to the murderer. 
It is now believed a murder perpet- 
rated in Whitechapel in December ast 
was the work of the unknown fiend who 
is credited with all the mors recent 
butcheries in the same locality. The 
victim was a woman of the lower class 
who was never identified, and whose 
body was mutilated, though not in the 
same manner as those of the later un- 
fortunates. The crime created no great 
_ , bensation, being regarded as tho work 
‘\ of some of the dranken ruftians who 
swarm about Whitechapel. When the 
second murder occurred there, on Aug. 
7 last, it was noted that there was a re- 
markable similarity between it and that 
of the previous ]december, and the rapid 
succession of other tragedies of the same 
character soon confirmed the belief that 
the December murder was the first of a 
series by the same individual. The 
third took place on Aug. 31, the fourth 
on Sept. 8, and the fifth and sixth on 
Sept. 30. But this does not complete 
the list of recent horrors.; On Sept, 23 
the body of an“unfortunate” was found 
at Gateshead, near Newcastle, mutilated 
in ptecisely the same manner as those 
of the Whitechapel victims; and on Oct. 
2 the armless, limbless and headless 
corpse of a recently murdered woman 
was discovered in the cellar of an old 
building in Whitehall on the Thames 
embankment in London.

It is our painful duty this week to record 

the death of Mr. John Vankleek, who died at 


his residence, lot 5, 9th concession of Faraday, | 
on November 5th, in the seventy-seventh’ 


year of his age. Mr. Vankleek, who was 
formerly a resident of Madoc, came to reside 
here some 13 years since (in the Vankleek 
Settlement), and with the assistance of his 
sons succeeded in making a large clearance, 
and « comfortable home for himself and 
family. Some years since his house and all 
it contained was destroyed by fire, but this 
was soon replaced: by a larger edifice. Shortly 
after settling, Mr. J. Vankleek organized 
religions servicer, which were held at his 
house every Sunday, and afterwards in the 
school house, and which have continued up to 
the present time.

Moreover, in the flood periods, the streams 
are a very serious menace to all the towns 
which are gathered along the river-banks. 
As yet, we ha ve only seen the begioning of 
these evile ; for notwithstanding the exten- 
sive settlements in the’ Mississippi valleys 
more than helf their original forest cover 
ing remains. When, with-the rapid increase 
of population, these river-basins become 
as thoroughly subjected to the uses of man 
as are those of Europe, we have yet greater 
ills to apprehend.
